When Philip was in Viet Nam in the infantry and I was in New 
Orleans, I phone the Geracis. They agreed to see me at their 
comfortable corner home in a pleasant section of Metarie, at 2201 
Green Acres Road. We sat at their dining room table. As v/e 
finished discussing various topics to be certain of accuracy and 
that they had said what they wanted to say, I played the tape 
back. They heard it and they were satisfied. I showed them 
various FBI reports and they read them. Mrs. Geraci believed 
there had been an earlier FBI interview. The first by date in 
the Archives was dated on the day the FBI was there, November 29, 
quoted above, page 217 of D CD 75. Mrs. Geraci recalled an 
earlier FBI interview because she recalled the friends she had 
asked to be present because her husband had used Monday, November 
25th as a day off to go hunting. He confirmed he spent the day 
that way. I supposedly have all the FBI’s relevant New Orleans 
records and no such report is included in them. 

Both Geracis impressed me as concerned parents and as 
truthful and almost always forthright. I think they were about 
theii' son’s emotional problems, if not in all details. To the 
sensationalizing Posners, some details were Hartogs-like . They 
told me about having him hospitalized at Mandeville, the hospital
